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PREFACE. 

The  University  and  King's  College  of  Aberdeen,  founded  in 
1494,  and  the  Marischal  College  and  University  of  Aberdeen, 
founded  in  1593,  were,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Univer- 
sities (Scotland)  Act,  1858,  united  on  the  15  th  September, 
i860,  into  one  University  and  College  under  the  designation 
of  the  University  of  Aberdeen. 

The  names  of  the  Graduates  of  King's  College,  in  the 
several  Faculties,  are  to  be  tound  arranged  chronologically 
in  Mr.  P.  J.  Anderson's  OJicers  and  Graduates  of  University 
&  King's  College,  Aberdeen,  published  in  1893,  supplemented 
by  his  'Roll  of  Alumni  in  Arts  of  the  University  and  Kings 
College  of  Aberdeen,  published  in  1900;  while  the  names  of 
the  Graduates  of  Marischal  College  are  contained  in  the  second 
volume  of  the  same  editor's  Fasti  Academic  Mariscallana 
Aberdonensis,  published  in    1898. 

The  present  work,  which  was  undertaken  at  the  request 
of  the  General  Council  of  the  University,  contains  an  alpha- 
betical roll  of  all  those  who,  from  the  15th  September,  i860, 
until  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century,  received  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Aberdeen  in  Divinity,  Law,  Medicine,  Arts 
or  Science. 

The  Roll  contains  the  names  of  4,360  persons  on  whom 
5,626  degrees  were  conferred  during  that  period  (see  Appendix 
VII.).       The  name  of  one  Undergraduate  who,  when  under

age,  passed  all  the  examinations  necessary  for  the  degrees  of 
M.B.  and  CM.,  but  died  before  the  degrees  had  been  con- 
ferred on  him,  is  also  included.^  There  are  also  1 1 1  cross- 
references  to  Graduates  whose  names  were  not  correctly  entered 
on  matriculation,  or  have  since  been  altered. 

So  far  as  possible,  information  regarding  each  Graduate 
is  arranged  in  the  following  manner  : — 

I.  Full  name  of  the  Graduate,  with  degree  or  degrees 
conferred  on  him  or  her  by  the  University  between  15th 
September,  i860,  and  31st  December,  1900.  In  the  case 
of  Graduates  who  possess  titular  distinctions,  only  those  which 
they  held  at  the  date  of  their  first  graduation  in  the  University 
are  in  this  place  added  to  their  names.  A  degree  obtained 
with  honours  is  distinguished  by  an  asterisk  (^).  A  Master 
of  Arts,  who  taking  an  ordinary  degree,  obtained  a  University 
Prize,  has  a  dagger  (f)  placed  over  his  M.A.  Details  as  to 
Honours  and  University  Prizes  are  given  in  Appendix  I. 

II.  Name  of  the  Graduate's  father,  and  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  recorded  in  the  University  books.  When  it  is 
known  that  the  father  was  a  graduate  of  any  University,  or 
an  alumnus  in  Arts  of  King's  College  or  Marischal  College, 
this  information  is  given.  Facts  which  have  been  obtained 
from  sources  other  than  the  University  records  are  enclosed 
in  square  brackets.  Old  Machar  and  St.  Nicholas,  which 
are  frequently  named  as  the  birthplaces  of  Graduates,  are  the 
two  Aberdeen  parishes  of  those  names. 

III.  Degrees    conferred    by    other     Universities    or    by

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either  of  the  Aberdeen  Universities  before  the  Fusion,  or  by  the 
University  after  31st  December,  1900;  diplomas  which  do 
not  confer  on  the  holders  the  status  of  Graduates,  granted  by 
Aberdeen  or  other  Universities  ;  also  the  Fellov^ship  of  the 
Royal  Society,  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh,  of  thfe 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy- 
sicians of  Ireland,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England, 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland,  and  of  the  Faculty  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  are  here  given,  if  any  of  these  are 
possessed  by  the  Graduate.  Membership  or  Licence  of  any  of 
the  Medical  or  Surgical  Corporations  is  not  mentioned  except 
in  the  case  of  Graduates  who  adopted  the  profession  of  Medi- 
cine without  graduating  in  Medicine  at  a  University.  In  the 
case  of  Honorary  Graduates  who  were  alumni  but  not  gradu- 
ates of  King's  College,  Marischal  College  or  Aberdeen  Uni- 
versity, the  period  during  which  they  were  alumni  in  Arts  is 
here  stated. 

IV.  A  note,  which  is  necessarily  very  condensed,  indicat- 
ing the  career  of  the  Graduate.  Except  in  special  instances 
no  reference  is  made  to  the  published  writings  of  Graduates. 
No  reference  is  made  to  a  Graduate  holding  or  having  held 
a  University  Examinership,  and  except  in  the  case  of  present 
holders  of  the  office  University  Assistantships  are  not  recorded. 
Assistantships  and  curacies  held  by  clergymen  or  schoolmasters, 
who  have  afterwards  held  principal  charges,  are  not  as  a  rule 
recorded.  In  the  case  of  Medical  Graduates  it  is  to  be 
understood  that,   unless   otherwise   stated,   the   localities   noted 
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indicate  the  successive  spheres  of  their  practice,  but  places 
in  which  they  remained  for  only  a  short  time  are  not  generally 
recorded.  As  regards  members  of  the  public  services,  only  the 
dates  of  first  and  last  commissions,  or  of  retirement,  are  given. 
Appointments  which  they  may  have  held  during  their  service, 
unless  of  an  exceptional  character,  war  services,  etc.,  are  not 
detailed. 

The  compiler  desires  to  thank  all  those  who  by  their 
courteous  replies  to  his  enquiries  have  greatly  assisted  him  in 
his  work. 

He  gratefully  acknowledges  the  help  freely  given,  at  all 
times,  by  Mr.  Robert  Walker,  Secretary  to  the  University 
Court,  and  Mr.  Donaldson  Rose  Thom,  Secretary  of  Senatus. 

To  the  Rev.  Stephen  Ree,  Minister  of  Boharm,  he  is 
indebted  for  having  kindly  read  the  proofs  and  furnished  him 
with  several  details  that  were  lacking. 

To  Mr.  P.  J.  Anderson,  Librarian  of  the  University,  who 
also  was  good  enough  to  read  the  proofs,  he  is  under  very 
special  obligations  for  the  never-ceasing  interest  he  has  taken  in 
the  work  and  his  many  valuable  suggestions.
